C. T. Butterfield, W. C. Purdy, and E. J. Theriault advanced the theory that the chief
function of certain plankton in the biochemical oxidation process was to reduce bacteria
below the saturation point, thus providing conditions suitable for bacterial multiplica¬
tion, which resulted in more complete oxidation. In a series of seven articles they re¬

ported experimental studies of the interaction of biological factors in the natural purifi¬
cation of polluted waters.
